ASHINGTON, May 26.,

The reduction from 5 to per 
eent. on the levy on motor cars be- 
came effective March 29 and com- 
plete repeal of the tax on trucks, 
tires and accessories on February 
6. 

Collections from the sale of 
passenger cars, and motorcycles 
declined from $11,131,282 in 
April, 1925, to $10,094,915 last 
month. Taxes collected last 
month from the sale of trucks 
and automobile wagons 
amounted to $272,703 as against 
Zi da in Racy a year ago.

was pointed out at the bureau to- 
day that the full effect of the tax 
reduction will not be apparent un- 


til the next: two months on ac- 
count of the tremendous work of 
the Treasury actuaries in compil- 
ing the figures submitted by manu- 
facturers, allowance of paper cred- 
its and numerous other auditing 
adjustments.

Tire Head ~ 


Boston, May 26.—Reclaimed 
rubber has its advantages, ac- 
cording to William O'Neil, presi- 
dent of the General Tire and 
Rubber Company, but not in the 
manufacture of tires. 

“T am a director in a rubber. re- 
claiming plant,’’ stated Mr. O'Neil, 
“but primarily I am a manufac- 
turer of tires and tubes, and want 
those tires so made as to provide 
maximum wear. We make no tires 
containing shoddy or reclaimed 
rubber, and we do not propose to 
do so. 

“We experimented with that 
proposition years ago in the course | 
of our research work, and reached | 
conclusions then that have been 
confirmed and verified recently by 
the United States Bureau of Stand- 
ards. 

“There is a big field in which re- 
claimed rubber can legitimately be 
used. It does very well in so-called 
mechanical goods, where the prob- 
lem of resiliency, heat, flexing and 
abrasion is not present as it is in 
tires.

Washington, May 26.—Problems 
of state sealers of weights and 
measures in regard to the proper 
measurement of gasoline, as dis- 
pensed by thousands of filling sta- 
tions, the transmission meters for 
taxicabs, and testing devices for 
overloading of motor trucks, were 
brought to the fore at today’s ses- 
sion of the national conference on 
weights and measures. 

State offiicals from twenty-six 
states and from sixty or more 
cities and counties are attending 
the conference, which is being held 
at the United States Bureau of 
Standards. Dr. George K. Burgess, 
director of the bureau, is president 
of the organization. 

One of the most important mat- 
ters was a speech by Capt. George 
F. Austin, sealer of weights and 
measures of Detroit, who approved 
of the transmission drive for taxi- 
meters. 

He said that further changes 
would be necessary in the method

—An extensive investi- 


gation into competition be- 
tween motor bus ‘and railroad 
transportation throughout 
the country will be conducted 
by the Interstate Commerce 
Commission, it was an- 
nounced today. 

The inquiry will embrace the le- 
gality and propriety of motor bus 
operation, rates and fares, and the 
extent to which the railroads have 
been affected by motor competi- 
tion. All railroads of the ,country 
are made a party to the investiga- 
tion. 

It was explained that the com- 
mission was prompted to order the 
investigation because “the opera- 
tion of motor buses and motor

The official order, in part, states: 
“That the commission should be 
in possession of full information 
reparding the operation of motor 
buses and motor trucks by or in 
connection or competition with 
common carriers, subject to the 
interstate commerce act, in order 
that it may intelligently make 
recommendations to Congress re- 
specting the regulation of such car- 
riers by motor buses and trucks. 
“That the commission, upon its 
own motion, enter upon investiga- 
tion into and concerning the gen- 
eral question of the operation of 
motor buses and motor trucks by 
or in connection or competition 
with common carriers subject to 
the interstate commerce act, in- 
cluding the legality and propriety 
of the arrangements under which 
much motor buses and trucks are 
operated by or in connection with 
subject to the act: also 
the rates, fares, charges, 
ete., local, proportional, or joint, 
and schedules thereof, and pro- 
visions for filing and publication of 
such schedules by carriers subject 
to the act; and including the extent 
to which the traffic and revenues 
of carriers subject to the act are 
affected by the operation of motor 
buses or motor trucks, or both, by 
or in connection or competition 
with such carriers subject to the 
act, with a view to making such 
findings and entering such orders 
as the facts developed by such in- 
vestigation may warrant, and for 
the purpose of making such recom- 
mendations to Congress.”

English Expert 


Praises Essex 


Detroit, Mich, May 26.—That 
English motor car manufacturers, 
seeking to improve the riding qual- 
ities of thelr cars, have turned 
to America for new ideas in spring 
suspension, and that several of 
them shortly will copy one of the 
best known and widest selling 
Yankee automobiles, is disclosed in 
a recent copy of the London Sun- 
day Pictorial Review. 

The British magazine, containing 
a “leading article” by E. M. Wright, 
celebrated British automotive en- 
gineer and motor critic, featured 
trials made on the Essex saloon 
—as the coach is known in Eng- 
land. 

Discussing the spring of the Es- 
sex, Mr. Wright wrote: “I liked 
everything about the Essex (ex- 
cept the nationality)—but, above 
all, I liked the springing. 

“The makers do not pretend that 
there is anything out of the ordin- 
ary in the design of the latter, be- 
yond the fact that the rear springs 
are splayed outward. But certain- 
ly the results are quite exceptional. 
On the worst roads the only motion 
imparted to the body is a slow, 
gentle rocking. Furthermore, the 
ear holds the road like a leech at 
any speed within its range, which 
goes up to over fifty miles an hour. 

“The low center of gravity and 
the excellent suspension and road- 
holding qualities afford the feeling 
of absolute safety which is one 
of the many pleasant impressions 
conveyed by a run in this car.” 

Taking up other features of the 
American-bullt Essex coach, the 
English writer commented:— 

“Of the coachwork, I can hardly 
speak too highly. Whether one 
likes the appearance or not, is al- 
Ways a matter of taste. For myself, 
I must say that I like the lines of 
the Essex as well as those of any 
other saloon car on the market. 
For a closed car, it looks neat, even 
handsome, without being sporting, 
which too often means vulgar."

z* showing the trend of American as opposed to Euro- 

pean production methods, an article which recently ap- 
peared in The Automotive Daily News is enlightening. Ac- 
cording to the figures given in this story, which were de- 
rived from C. F. Kettering of General Motors Research, 
who is in an excellent position to be accurate, it took 350,000 
workmen in this country to turn out 3,500,000 motor cars 
in 1925. In a single European country 100,000 workmen | 
were required to produce 30,000. 

This means that by highly developed machinery and 
mass production methods each American workman turned} 
out ten cars, whereas the foreign mechanic averaged only | 
one third of a car per man. 

Back in 1914 a compilation similar to this showed that | 
the American workman was producing three and a fraction! 
cars per annum, while the European mechanic produced 
just about the same fraction of a vehicle that he does today. 
In other words, in the twelve years that have gone by since 
the first estimate was made, the American industry has de-| 
veloped rapidly along its traditional pathway of quantity 
production, while the European industry has remained more 
or less stationary. This is not entirely true, because Citroen | 
in France and Morris in England have actually made prog-| 
ress in developing quantity production, but of the overseas 
industries as a whole the stigma, if it be such, does still 
apply. | 

There used to be a definite fear of labor saving ma-)| 
chinery. Not so many years ago there was a near-rebellion | 
in England because the cotton spinners resented the intro- 
duction of labor saving machines. Yet there would ba few 
economists to claim that the American workman, with his! 
elaborate time and labor saving equipment, is worse off than 
his European brother, still struggling along on his hand-work 
tasis. Apparently the highly developed machine in addition 
saving time and labor actually brings prosperity to the
